Sir  John  Cockcroft,  the  Master  of  Churchill  College,  Cambridge,  will  be 
Varsity’s  Centennial  Professor  for  October— one  of  a distinguished  company 
whose  visits  to  the  campus  are  being  financed  by  The  Varsity  Fund  as  a ^ 
scholarly  salute  to  Canada  on  her  hundredth  birthday. 

In  addition  to  informal  association  with  staff  and  students,  Sir  John  will 
deliver  two  lectures  open  to  the  general  public  as  well  as  to  the  University 
family.  Each  will  be  delivered  in  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  Theatre  and  k 
each  will  start  at  8 p.m.: 

Tuesday,  October  25:  “The  Founding  of  Churchill  College,  a $ 

College  for  the  Modem  World” 

Tuesday,  November  1:  “Science  Policy  in  the  United  Kingdom” 

At  4 p.m.  Thursday,  October  27,  in  Room  2135  of  Sidney  Smith  Hall, 

Sir  John  will  speak  on  “The  Technology  of  Developing  Countries”.  A seminar  ^ 
will  follow.  Attendance  restricted  to  U.  of  T.  students  and  members  of  the 
teaching  staff.  ft 

Sir  John  also  will  take  part  in  a lecture-seminar  for  the  Department  of 
Physics  and  invited  guests:  “The  Future  Development  of  Nuclear  Accelerators 
and  Their  Role  in  Science”.  Another  lecture-seminar  is  planned  for  professors 
in  the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  and  invited  guests.  ♦ 


Sir  John  Cockcroft,  O.M.,  K.C.B.,  C.B.E., 
F.R.S.,  is  best  known,  probably,  as  creator 
(with  E.  T.  S.  Walton  in  1932)  of  the 
world’s  first  atom-smasher.  It  was  a table- 
top  piece  of  apparatus  with  its  proper  quota 
of  sealing  wax  and  string,  but  it  won  him 
a Nobel  Prize  in  physics  and  paved  the 
way  to  giant  engines  of  the  mid-century 
that  weigh  tens  of  thousands  of  tons  and 
cost  many  millions  of  dollars.  Never  a prissy 
type,  John  Cockcroft  is  said  to  have  rushed 
out  into  the  main  street  of  Cambridge  on 
the  day  this  primitive  machine  first  worked 
and  told  his  friends  with  unashamed 
exuberance:  “We’ve  split  the  atom  and  the 
Americans  have  been  spending  millions  to 
try  and  do  the  same  thing!” 

Cockcroft,  35  at  the  time  of  this  great 
event,  was  born  in  Todmorden,  a small 
town  on  the  borders  of  Yorkshire  and 
Lancashire,  where  his  family  had  been 
connected  for  generations  with  the  cotton 
trade.  He  showed  interest  in  science  at  an 
early  age  and  his  parents  have  recalled 
that  they  were  many  times  terrified  by  loud 
reports  from  the  bedroom  where  he  experi- 
mented with  chemicals.  At  school  he  did 


well  in  all  subjects  and  won  a County 
Major  Scholarship  to  Manchester  University 
where  he  studied  mathematics  and  physics 
until  war  beckoned  him  into  the  Royal 
Artillery. 

On  returning  to  Manchester  he  graduated 
in  electrical  engineering  and  joined  the  firm 
of  Metropolitan-Vickers  as  an  apprentice.  H 
He  was  awarded  two  scholarships  to  St. 
John’s  College,  Cambridge,  and  there  won 
many  prizes  and  carried  off  highest  honours 
in  the  mathematics  tripos  of  1924. 

Dr.  Cockcroft  then  went  to  work  in  the 
University’s  Cavendish  Laboratory  where 
Lord  Rutherford,  “the  father  of  nuclear 
energy”,  had  assembled  a team  that  included  ^ 
some  of  the  greatest  future  names  in  nuclear 
physics.  He  gained  his  Ph.D.  in  1928  and 
in  1939  succeeded  Sir  Edward  Appleton  as  ^ 
Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy.  In  the 
meantime,  he  had  taken  charge  of  the  Mond 
Laboratory  after  Peter  Kapitza  failed  to 
return  from  a visit  to  Russia. 

Well  known  to  Canadian  scientists  as  the 
first  director  of  the  Chalk  River  nuclear 
research  establishment,  Dr.  Cockcroft  joined 
the  government  service  on  the  outbreak  of 
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the  Second  World  War  and  had  already 
played  a key  role  in  the  development  of 
radar  when  he  was  invited  to  take  charge 
of  the  joint  British-Canadian  atomic  wea- 
pons research  project  in  1944.  He  returned 
to  the  country  of  his  birth  in  1946,  in  the 
face  of  protests  from  Canadian  prime 
minister  Mackenzie  King,  to  initiate  plans 
for  Britain’s  own  atomic  energy  research 
establishment  at  Harwell.  He  was  knighted 
in  1948  and  awarded  the  Order  of  Merit  in 
1957.  Other  awards  at  home  and  overseas 
included  the  Hughes  and  Royal  Medals  of 
the  Royal  Society,  the  Medal  of  Freedom 
of  the  United  States  and  honorary  degrees 
and  orders  in  many  countries,  one  of  the 
more  recent  of  which  was  the  1961  Atoms 
for  Peace  Prize  of  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology. 


Sir  John  become  Chancellor  of  the  Na- 
tional University  of  Australia  in  May,  1961. 
At  home,  in  addition  to  taking  a major  part 
in  formulating  British  nuclear  policy  as  one 
of  the  “five  knights”  of  the  United  Kingdom 
Atomic  Energy  Authority,  he  has  served  as 
chairman  of  the  Defence  Research  Policy 
Committee  and  as  scientific  adviser  to  the 
Minister  of  Defence.  He  is  president  of  the 
Manchester  College  of  Science  and  Tech- 
nology and  a member  of  the  governing 
board  of  the  National  Institute  for  Research 
in  Nuclear  Science,  set  up  by  the  British 
Government  to  provide  for  common  use  by 
universities  and  other  bodies  of  nuclear 
research  facilities  beyond  their  individual 
financial  scope.  In  Cambridge,  he  is  Master 
of  Churchill  College,  known  as  “a  college 
for  the  modern  world”. 


Sunnybrook  Ceremony  October  25

Administration 

John  D.  Hamilton,  Dean  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  from  1961  to  1966,  is  now 
Vice-President  ( Health  Sciences ) of  the 
University.  Dr.  Hamilton  earned  his  M.D. 
here,  interned  in  the  Toronto  General 
Hospital,  and  was  a demonstrator  in  Patho- 
logy  here  and  at  Cambridge.  He  was  assist- 
ant resident  in  Pathology  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University  in  1939,  and  in  1940  joined  the 
Canadian  Army.  He  served  in  England  and 
the  Mediterranean  theatre  with  the  No.  1 
Research  Laboratory,  Royal  Canadian  Army 
Medical  Corps. 

Dr.  Hamilton  joined  the  McGill  University 
staff  in  1945  and  the  following  year  became 
head  of  the  department  of  Pathology  at 
Queen’s.  In  1951  he  took  the  same  position 
at  Toronto,  and  also  became  Pathologist- 
in-Chief  to  the  Hospital  for  Sick  Children. 

Dr.  Hamilton’s  particular  research  in- 
terests have  been  hypersensitivity,  arterio- 
sclerosis and  problems  arising  from  high 
blood  pressure.  He  was  for  ten  years 
National  Research  Council  representative 
with  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  and  has 
been  a member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Alpha  Omega  Alpha  Medical  Society 
since  1960.  He  is  also  a member  of  the 
Canadian  Forces  Medical  Council. 

George  E.  Wodehouse  has  been  ap- 
pointed the  first  full-time  director  of  the 
University  Health  Service.  Since  1950  Dr. 
Wodehouse  has  been  part-time  director,  and 
has  been  in  private  practice.  Following 
graduation  from  Toronto  he  served  with 
the  R.C.A.M.C.  overseas  and  earned  the 
M.C.  Postgraduate  training  was  at  the 
Toronto  General  Hospital,  and  in  London, 
England.  He  has  been  very  active  in  com- 
mittees of  the  Academy  of  Medicine,  the 
Canadian  Medical  Association,  and  the 
Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Canada. 

Taylor  Statten  has  been  appointed  to 
the  new  post  of  Chief  of  Psychiatry  in  the 
University  Health  Service.

Dr.  Chute  has  been  a member  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council  of  Canada  and 
chairman  of  its  Clinical  Investigation  Com- 
mittee and  its  Committee  on  Growth  Hor- 
mone since  1960.

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D.  P.  Bryce  has  been  appointed  chair- 
man and  professor  of  the  Department  of 
Otolaryngology.  He  received  his  medical 
degree  from  the  University  of  Toronto  and 
returned  to  Varsity  after  war  service.  Dr. 
Bryce  is  otolaryngologist-in-chief,  Toronto 
General  Hospital  and  consultant  to  Sunny- 
brook,  Princess  Margaret  and  Wellesley 
hospitals.

His  main  interests  have  been  in  the  clinical 
aspects  of  diabetes  and  other  endocrino- 
logical disturbances  of  body  chemistry,  but 
the  variety  of  subjects  dealt  with  in  his 
published  papers  is  proof  that  these  special 
interests  have  never  been  allowed  to  blunt 
his  curiosity  in  the  wider  field  of  children’s 
problems.

Chemistry)  a graduate  of  Mount  Allison 
and  Toronto,  became  a chemist  in  the 
Naval  Medical  Service  in  1942.

Banting  and  Best  Department 
of  Medical  Research 

Following  the  award  of  an  honorary 
doctorate  from  the  Freie  University  of 
Berlin  to  Dr.  Charles  H.  Best  on  June  1, 
he  was  given  a dinner  where  the  250  guests 
included  the  rector  of  the  University,  mem- 
bers of  the  Berlin  Senate,  many  members 
of  the  medical  profession,  and  the  senior 
representative  of  the  Canadian  Foreign 
Office  in  Berlin.  On  the  following  day,  Dr. 
Best  was  the  honoured  guest  of  the  Berlin 
Congress  for  Advanced  Training  in  Medi- 
cine, by  the  President,  Prof.  Schettler  of 
Heidelberg.  Following  this,  in  the  presence 
of  two  thousand  Congress  members,  the 
senior  senator  of  the  Berlin  City  Council 
presented  Dr.  Best  with  a replica  of  the 
Bell  of  Peace.  This  is  a copy  of  the 
Philadelphia  Liberty  Bell  sent  by  the  people 
of  the  United  States  to  the  citizens  of  West 
Berlin  to  commemorate  their  stand  during 
the  Russian  blockade. 

Prof.  Erich  Baer  was  awarded  the 
Flavelle  Medal  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Canada  for  1966.  The  presentation  of  the 
medal  and  an  honorarium  of  $1,000  was 
made  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society 
in  Sherbrooke  in  June.  Dr.  Baer  was 
honoured  for  his  syntheses  of  a group  of 
compounds  called  phospholipids,  which  are 
essential  to  life  processes.  They  are  present 
in  all  animal  and  plant  cells  but  are  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  isolate  in  pure  state.  The 
synthetic  compounds  which  are  identical 
with  those  found  in  nature  are  regarded  as 
such  valuable  tools  for  biochemical  and 
medical  research  that  Dr.  Baer  has  received 
over  600  requests  for  samples  from  scientists 
throughout  the  world.
